founder of the American Red Cross [and its president, 1881-190l), 
founder of the First Aid Department of the A.R.C. (and, impor- 
tantly, promoter of Disaster Relief as a suitable peacetime func- 
tion of the Red Cross}, diarist, speaker, author. ... 


Miss Williams might well have included Miss Barton's long and suce 
cessful effort to secure U.S, adhesion to the Geneva Convention of 1863- 
64, under which the Red Cross operates; her founding of local Red Cross 
Sotéties; md her service in the Spanish-American War.
